Strikers Stopping a Street Car 


Sheriff MacKenzie, Chief Constable Stevenson and His Deputy Hurt 
—Hit by Bottles Thown—Riot Act Read—Call for Military Is 
Cancelled When Strike Leaders Urge the Crowd to Disperse 


GLASGOW, Jan, 31.—Forty persons were injured today during 
the disorders in connection with the strike. Friday night the clashes 


between strikers and police had 


ceased, but the city was in semi- 


darkness, owing to the shortage of electric current. 


The rioting today developed with great suddenness. 


It was 


due in part to the Lord Provost’s refusal to accede to the appeal 
of the strike leaders to withdraw the police and in part to a dramatic 
incident, when an officer boarded one of the tram cars which the 
strikers were attempting to stop and defied the strikers to touch the 


vehicle. 


The police dealt vigorous blows with their clubs when at- 


tacked by the rioters, and some ugly wounds were inflicted. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 31.—Serious con- 
flicts between the police and strikers 
developed today, in which at least 40 
persons were more or less badly injur- 
ed, among them Sheriff MacKenzie, 
Chief Constable Stevenson, Deputy 
Chief Constable Rennie, and a num- 
ber of policemen. 

They were all tnjured 


by bottles 


thrown by strikers when the police; 
were clearing the streets in baton 
charges. Two of the strike leaders, 
William Gallagher and David Kirk- 
wood, were arrested and later were 
charged with Inciting a riot. Both 


are still in custody. 

During the height of the disorder 
the riot act was read and it w con- 
templated to invoke military aid, but 


the order was cancelled when Galla- 
gher and Kirkwood were permitted to 
|address the strikers and exhort them 
to march off in orderly procession, as 
nothing more could be done today. 
Wild Scenes of Disorder 

Despite this advice, however, there 
were wild scenes of disorder, and in 
various parts of the city looting was 
indulged in. One shop had goods to 
the value of £2,000 stolen, while other 
shops were pillaged during the course 
of the riot. About twenty-four tram 
cars were so badly damaged that they 
had to be withdrawn from the service. 

Matters quieted down late in the af- 
ternoon, but at night dense crowds ga- 
thered in the city hall square. The po- 
lice made several baton charges and 
dispersed them. 


Irvin §. Cobb Gives Edmonton 


Audience an Interesting Time 
With Stories Grave and Gay 


Stories grave and gay, stories of 
pathos, and stories of heroism, as told 
by Irvin 8S. Cobb, writer and lecturer, 
at the McDougall Methodist church 
last night, all went to make up one of 
the most interesting and entertaining 
evenings that have been given in Ed- 
monton in some time. Mr. Cobb 
carries the native wit and style of his 
stories into his lectures, and the In- 
formal manner of hig address made 
his text all the more interesting. He 
is thoroughly convinced that there can 
be no lasting peace withow a thor- 
ough preparedness for war, as he him- 
self expressed it. “Yes , ] am in favor 
of universal peace, I am thoroughly in 
fovor of all the nations laying down 
their arms, but I want the English- 
speaking breed to be the last to throw 
down their arms.” 

“Yes, I want the seas to be free, too, 
I want the same sort of freedom that 
they have always enjoyed, ever since 
‘Britannia ruled ruled the waves,’ the 
same freedom that the nations along 
that sea have ever enjoyed, and at 
that I am not saying that Uncle Sam 
ehould not have a right sizable navy 
of his own to help along the job.” 

Mr. Cobb's story was mostly of 
American boys, ‘but he was very frank 
ip his statement of what had been 
done before -the American boys had 
ever gone to France, He believed that 
the appearance of the Americans in 
euch great numbers in France last 
summer broke the heart of the foe a 
year sooner, possibly than it might 
otherwise have been, but granted that 
the Americany had won the war once, 
that the Belgians had won the war 
once, that the Canadians had won the 
war at Ypres. The war had also been 
won by the Italians in the South and 
by the Serbs at the Balkans, and a6 
for the French and the British, they 
had a habit of going out about twice 
@ week and winning the war before 
breakfast, 

The speaker said that the path of 
victory was paved with 4,000,000 
bcedies, and when he remembered how 
his country had fallen down in its 
pledges to the Allies, he had been 
cured of any tendency he had to brag. 
He was also firmly convinced that 
many of the great American business 
men who had given up their businesses 
to work for Uncle Sam at $1 a day, 
had been grossly overpaid. He could 
well understand why the French 
poilus had called the American 
troops ‘Boy Scouts’ and what the 
reference was when he heard some 
old British Tommies saying among 
themselves that it was another “Chil- 
dren's Crusade.” 

Atoned for Unpreparedness 

Mr. Cobb did not gloss over the fact 
that after three years of warning, the 
Americans had gone into the war ab- 
golutely unprepared, that during the

ing of Red Cross hospitals; when 
think of these things and a million 
others as bad, I cannot help wishing 
that the pile of dead Germans had 
been higher and that it had been top- 
ped by ‘the stiffened form of the 
kaiser, a fitting corner stone.

“And the race that did these things, 
and would do them again tomorrow 
it it had a chance, is now calling up- 
on my country to feed them this 
winter. If the Germans are starving 
I suppose it is our duty as a Christian 
nation and a race of suckers to feed 
them. However, before a grain of 
wheat or an ounce of fat goes into 
a German stomach, I want to make 
sure that every baby in Belgium and 
France has its stomach filled. Then 
if we must feed Germans I nominate 
for the rations committee a Britisher, 
a Belgian and a Frenchmen, each of 
whom has spent the last four years 
of his life in a German prison camp. 
He will know exactly how little food 
a person may have and still exist.” 

Mr. Cobb berated the pacifists. 
“We are beginning to suffer in our 
country,” he said, “from the sickly 
sentimentalist who urges us to admit 
the erring brother into fellowship 
once more. The German may be his 
brother, but he is no relative of mine. 
If he had fought like a eport we 
would treat him like sports. When 
he was winning he was greedy and 
| arrogant, The tide has turned and 
jhe is showing himself as yellow as a 
crate of grape fruit. He may as well 
get used to sitting at the second table 
| because he is going to spend the next 
|hundred years there.” 
| Entrancing in Nigger Stories 

Mr. Cobb's method of telling a story 
cannot be beaten and when it hap- 
pens to be a nigger story, well, it is 
entrancing. His tribute to the men 
of colored blood, though he is of 
Southern blood and Southern training 
and traditions, was free and splendid. 

He told of one “Henry Johnson.” 
He with a companion had held back 
thirty picked German soldiers. The 
j companion was badly wounded and 
| fell on his back. He fell on a pile 
of hand grenades. He used to be a 
pitcher in a baseball team. He just 
kept on sending up those grenades till 
the supply was exhausted. 

Another negro story showed the 
never failing pompousness and for- 
mality of the colored man. This 
|negro's company was under very 
heavy fire and he found it necessary 
to notify his superior officer of his 
predicament, but haste did not pre- 
vent him from making his note com- 
plete in every respect. 

It began: Lieutenant So-and-So, 
gave battalion, and address complete, 
even to the "U.S.A." 

Then he wrote as follows: 

‘Dear Sir: I'm being fired on 
heavily from the left. I am waiting 
your instructions Trusting 
few lines will find you the same, 

“Yours truly.” 


Mr. Cobb told of another incident 
in connection with a supply train. 
‘“Bome of you think,” he said, “that 


a supply wagon. One merely drives 
a truck or he slaps the lines over a 
mule’s back, This is not the case.

OTTAWA, Jan. 31.—H. 5. Arkell, 
Dominion live stock commissioner, 
is now on his way to Fngland in con- 
the situation that has 
developed affecting tne export of 
meats and other animal products 
from this continent A statement an- 
nouncing his departure and his mis- 
sion overseas, issued ' the minister 
of agriculture today, reviews the con- 
ditions now facing ths Canadian live 
stock industry and the meat export 
business and the steps taken to deal 
with them, It reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The situation now confronting the 
Canadian live stock industry and our) 
export business in animal products 
has developed out of the sudden ces- | 
sation of hostilities. 

“Shipping has largely been released 
from purely war purposes to return 
to the regular commercial routes and 
the need for maintaining large stocks | 
of food stuffs in reserve in Great 
Britain has ceased entirely while the 
accumulation already in stock is now 
a disadvantage rather than an advan- 


tage Owing to this condition the 
British authcrities, therefor, natur- 
ally desire to reduce their stocks, 


rather than make further purchases | 
at the present moment. 

“In addition to this present accum- 
ulation of stocks, the cessation of 
war activities has had the effect of 
greatly reducing consumption. The 
war industries having ceased, thou- 
sands of those hitherto engaged in 
such work have been thrown out of 
a@ their f purchas-

Necessity of Giving Substance

LEGISLATION OF 
PRIVATE NATURE 


Few Bills Yet Received at Office 
of Clerk—Time Expired on 
Saturday 


Very few private bills have been 
submitted to the clerk of the legisia- 
ture as yet and the time limit expired | 
last Saturday, so it is scarcely likely | 
that many others will come in and) 
pay the costs. The bill regarding the| 
changes in the Edmonton city charter 
has not arrived as yet, however, and 
the city will have to pay $5 a day for 
each day it is delayed up to the open- 
ing of the session, After that the pen- 
alty goes up to $10 a day for ten days 
and then to $15. 

Notice has been given that the city | 
of Edmonton will apply for an act} 
repealing, so far as it affects the city 
of Edmonton, the act confirming the 
agreements with the Northern Alberta 
Natural Gas Development company 
for supplying gas to the city, or in the 
alternative they ask that there be an 
act permitting the city forthwith to 
acquire or expropriate the rights and 
property of the company and author- 
izing the city to exercise al] the pow- 
ers the company has or may exercise 
by virtue of the act. This bill has not 
heen received up to the present, how- 
ever. 

The city of Calgary is asking 
amend ifts charter byv:— 

1, Enlarging the city’s rights to ex- 
ynropriate land for public tmprove- 
ments and public purposes and chang- 
ing the present procedure governing 
expropriations. 

2. Changing the regulations § af- 
fecting the prepatation of the voters’ 
list, including the method of register- 
ing voters who qualify by residence. 

3, Amending the constitution of the 
board of revision so as to create a 
board of assessment and valuation, 
exercising the additional powers of 
the court of revision 

4. Other amendments that may be 
Inspected at the city clerk's office and 
copies thereof received. 

The city of Red Deer asks 
amendments to its charter:— 

1. To provide for equality in the 
assessment and taxation in case of a 
successfful appeal againet the assess- 
ment of property. 

2. To provide for consolidation of 
treasury bills, or for the issue of de- 
bentures extending over a term of 
years to pay treasury bills now out- 
standing. 

8. To make the sale of land by the 
city for arrears of taxes optional with 
the city council, and provide for col- 
lection of such taxes.

Justifying Germany. 


According to London despatches 
the Peace Conference has decided 
that Germany is not to be made 
pay indemnities; but only 
make reparation for damages 
done in contravention to the rules 
and usages of warfare. 

That is to say, Germany is not 
to be penalized for the major 
erime of launching unprovoked 
war upon the nations, but is to be 
fined for having resorted to un- 
necessarily cruel methods in try- 
ing to tear them to pieces. 

This greatest wholesale mur- 
derer of all the ages is not to be 
punished for having committed 
murder, but is to be required to 
pay for having, in carrying out 
the crime, resorted to technical 
details which do not aceord with 
the traditions. 

The conclusion, of course, is 
feels so inclined will be en- 
titled to attempt to destroy civili- 
zation and set up a world tyran- 
ny, so long as in the prosecution 
of its operations it does not vio- 
late any of the rules of war. And 
if it fails, precedent will shield it 
from punishment.

|is organized and paid out of the 
city taxes. But the same reasons 
which make a police force neces- 
sary—namely vefficient restraint 
| of the parasitic element—make it 
necessary that individuals who for 
one reason or another attain a 
measure of influence in civie poli- 
tics shall not be able to use that 
influence directly upon the police 
tothe advantage of the undesira- 


desirable elements of the popula- 
tion. So that no undue influence 
may be exercised in regard to po- 
lice matters the legislature has 
provided that direct supervision 
of the police force shall be vested 
in three commissioners, two 
whom are appointed under the 
| terms of the charter, the third be- 
ing the mayor from time to time 
elected by the citizens. By this 
means the citizens have direct rep- 
resentation on the commission by 
their elected chief magistrate, and 
are thus able to co-operate with 
the appointed commissioners in 
all matters for the welfare of the 
city, but on the other hand the 
police foree is not subject to the 
exigencies of civic politics. The

Revenue, But for Whom? 


The general manager of the 


Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation urges that the war-time 
tariff be continued because the 


Government needs the revenue. 
There is no doubt that the revenue 
is needed, and it must be collected, 
in one way or another. But the 
country does not draw, and can- 
not draw, revenue from the ap- 
plication of the war time tariff to 
those classes of goods in which the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion are particularly concerned. 

The special 7 1-2 per cent. war- 
time tariff was made to apply to 
all goods, alike to those formerly 
admitted free of duty and to goods 
so thoroughly ‘‘protected’’ that 
importation was prohibited, That 
tariff, applied to goods which were 
formerly on the free list and 
which in fact were and are largely 
imported, is essentially a revenue 
| tariff. But the application of this 
tariff to goods which were already 
‘adequately protected’’ is essen- 
tially not a revenue tariff, but an 
extra protective tariff. 


drawn revenue from the special 
war-times tariff applied to classes 
of goods which were ‘‘adequately 
| proteeted,’’ it has only been able 
to do so because the Canadian 
manufacturer stopped making 
these kinds of goods in order to 
employ his time and machinery in 
the more profitable business of 
| filling war contracts, In so far as 
he continued the manufacture of 
ithese classes of goods the addi- 
tional duty simply represented the 
opportunity given to the Canadian 
manufacturer to raise his prices 
71-2 per cent. and put the money 
in his own pocket.

HOSE discharged soldiers or sailors who become ill or disabled again 
as a result of some disease or injury suffered during war service receive 


This service is provided by the Medical 
Branch of the Department of Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-Establishment. 


An ex-soldier or ex-sailor who has a recur- 
rence of a war disability should, if he is not 
too ill, go at once to the local medical officer 
of this Department. 


If he is too ill he should have that medical 
officer notified at once. 


Should he be taken ill in a place where there 
is no representative of the Department, he 
should call in a local physician to give him the 
necessary immediate treatment and ask him to 
communicate immediately all details of the 
case to the nearest medical officer of the 
Department. 


The name of the authorized medical representative 
of this Department for each locality is given along- 


Treatment at the expense of this Department can 
only be secured through these representatives. 
Department cannot pay any bills for treatment which 
have not been authorized by the Department. 


The 


If the medical officers recommend it, pay is given to 
patients, and allowances are granted to their dependents 
by the Department, during the period of treatment. 


The established scale of pay and allowances that may 
be granted depends upon the extent to which the 
treatment recommended by the medical officer of the 
Department prevents the patient from doing his 
regular work. 


Arrangements for special care of patients of the 
Department have been made with hospitals in all the 
larger towns and cities from coast to coast.

HAD PLANNED TO 
ATTEMPT RESCUE 


| DAY SHIP LOST 


Royal Commission Inquiring into 
Loss of Princess Sophia Is 
Now Sitting 


| VANCOUVER, Jan. 31. —- Testify- 
ing here before the Royal commission 
inquiring into the wreck of the 
steamer Princess Sophia on Vander- 
bilt reef on the morning of October 
25 with the loss of more than three 
hundred lives, Captain J, W. Lead- 
better, master of the American light- 
house tender Cedar, this morning 
siated that with the master of the 
little steamer King and Wing, he had 
planned an attempt to rescue the 
pagsengers of the Sophia which was 
to have been carried out on the morn- 
ing that the vessel foundered. This 
was the only new feature brought out 
in the evidence, 

After reading how he had received 
the first message from the Sophia, 
telling him of her plight and describ- 
ing the severe weather conditions that 
prevailed, Captain Leadbetter declar- 
ed that he took Captain Locke’s word 
that the passengers could not be 
transferred into the lifeboats and he 
believed that Captain Locke spoke the 
truth. 

On the night before the _ vessel 
foundered, ‘with Captain Miller, of 
the King and Wing, the plan had 
been arrived at to attempt, provided 
the weather permitted, to anchor the 
King and Wing as close to the Sophia 
as possible and then to run a line to 
‘the Cedar, anchored farther out. 
i From the Sophia a line, it was hoped, 
could have been run to the King and 
Wing. Down this line the lifeboats 
could have been it was believed safely 
guided to the rescuing boat. It was 
thought that the passengers on the 
Sophia could have been taken off in 
about five hours. No chance, how- 
ever, presented itself to work out the 
plan as the Sophia had foundered be- 
fore daybreak,
